The 
Eritrean mule is much smaller and 
carries less, but seems to have more 
chance of getting to its destination.

Young Unwed Mother, Resolutely Fighting 
for Her Child, Remains Unshaken After 
Hours of Cross-Examination. 


Te was a determined Anna Ware, 
at times fighting angry, who faced 


a succession of cross-examining 


lawyers in St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals for five hours yesterday, com- 
Pleting her testimony in her ha- 


beas corpus suit for recovery of 
her baby boy, two months old to- 
day, whom she alleges to be in 
possession of Mrs. Nellie Tipton 
Muench and her husband, Dr. Lud- 
wig O. Muench, 4736 Westminster 


place. 

The diffidence and low tones of 
her first day’s appearance on the 
witness stand were replaced, yes- 
terday, by a resolute demeanor and 
a voice which at times reached a 
note of defiance. The 19-year-old 
unwed mother was not shaken in 
any important detail of the previ- 
ous day’s testimony, and she added 
some new and significant matters. 
A high spot in her testimony came 
in late afternoon, when she _ de- 
manded that the baby at the 
Muench home be presented in 
court, for her to identify. 


Sure She Could Identify Baby. 

_ Replying to a question about a 
description of her baty, which she 
wrote in September, she said in a 
strained, almost tearful voice: _ 

“I wrote it as I remembered the 
baby at that time. Although it’s 
two months old I’m sure I could 
identify it if I could see it. If only 
they would bring it into court and 
let mé see it, I am sure.I could 
identify it. If it’s not my baby, I’d 
say so, and if it is my baby, I'd 
say so.” 

Anna repeated, and made more 
emphatic, her identification of Mrs. 
Muench as the woman who accom- 
panied her and Attorney Wilfred 
Jones, respondent and now missing 
witness, on an automobile ride in 
Forest Park a few nights before the 
baby’s birth. She related, as she 
had not in her testimony Tuesday, 
that on the night ride, the woman 
asked her if she, Anna, had reddish 
hair. Mrs. Muench is red-headed; 
Anna’s hair is dark brown. 

“Isn’t your entire suit based on 
suspicion?” one of the cross-exam- 
ining lawyers asked her. 

“No,” the girl replied. “If my baby 
isn’t there (in the Muench home), 
then where is it?” 

Telling of a visit made to her by 
Jones, who had promised her that 
he would place the baby with a 
family for adoption, Anna said he 
told her that “the reporters think 
Mrs. Muench has your baby,” but 
that it was not true. 

“Then,” she testified, “he showed 
me a letter, and told me the baby’s 
father had as much say as I did, 
where it- was to go.” Jones, she re- 
lated, said he “had put two and two 
together,” and had concluded that 
Francis A. Giordon, in whose home 
Anna had worked at Newtown, Pa., 
was the father of her child. The 
young woman now says that Gior- 
don was the child’s father, but 
Jones’ remark, under the circum- 
stances, made her angry. 

Jones “Didn’t Deny It Then.” 

“I told him,” she said, “that I had 
put two and two together, and 
thought Mrs. Muench had my baby. 
He didn’t deny it then.” 

One of Anna’s exhibitions of spirit 
came when Edgar J. Keating, coun- 
sel for Mrs. Muench, asked her if 
she had not come to St. Louis in 
order to avoid prosecuting Giordon 
on a paternity charge in a Pennsyl- 
vania court. This, the lawyer sug- 
‘gested, was part of the “considera- 
tion” for the journey here, and for 
the giving: up of her baby. 

“The idea of my coming out 
here,” Anna said in reply to these 
questions, “was to get the baby 
adopted to a good family, because 
I didn’t have any money.” 

“Were not your board at the Win- 
ner home, medical attention and 
X-ray, furnished in consideration 
for giving up the baby?” the lawyer 
asked. 

“I believed,” Anna replied indig- 
nantly, “that these things were be- 
ing done for Mr. Giordon’s aunt to 
take the baby. I learned later that 
they weren’t.” 

She was even more angry when 
Jerome Duggan, attorney for Du- 
binsky, tried to get an admission 
that she had refused to take her 
baby when it was offered to her. 
Girl Insists No Offer Was Made. 

Duggan read from a news article 
in the Post-Dispatch of Oct. 2 the 
following paragraph: 

“Before this agreement was 
reached, however, there had been a 
two and a half hour argument in 
the Prosecuting Attorney’s office 
(Prosecuting Attorney Anderson of 
St. Louis County), in which counsel 
and advisers of Anna Ware had 
held out for private negotiations for 
the baby’s return. Prosecuting At- 
torney Anderson prevented this by 
insisting that whatever was done 
toward recovering the baby must 
be done in open court.” 

“Did Prosecuting Attorney Ander- 
son prevent the return of the baby,” 
counsel asked, “by insisting that 
whatever was done toward recover- 
‘ing the baby must be done in open 
court? Now why didn’t you take 
your baby without going into court 
when it was offered to you?” 

“Nobody offered me my baby,” 
the girl replied spiritedly; “I am 
telling you nobody ever offered me 
the baby.”

Says She Never Refused Baby. 

“Isn’t it a fact,” counsel demand- 
ed, “that you didn’t want your 
baby, but merely wanted to make 
a newspaper story?” 

“Never did I refuse my baby,” 
said the young woman angrily. 
“Never was I interested in what 
the Post or Star prints. I'd just as 
soon not have anything at all in 
the newspapers.” 

“And Anderson wouldn’t let you 
take the baby?” “I told you the 
baby was never offered to me; the 
only thing that came up was wheth- 
er I would go to the Muench home 
and see that baby, recognize it 
as my own or not.” 

Anna said,'in reply to questions, 
that she could not remember who 
was at the conference, or whether 
any member of the Post-Dispatch 
staff was there. 

Following this, at Duggan’s in- 
sistence, seven executives and staff 
members-of the Post-Dispatch were 
called to the courtroom and parad- 
ed singly before Anna Ware, who 
said she did not recognize any of 
them as having been in Anderson’s 
office. (As a matter of fact, no- 
body from the Post-Dispatch was in 
the conference.) 

“Listen,” said Anna when Dug- 
gan questioned her as to the first 
of the seven men, “I couldn’t iden- 
tify that man if I saw him again; 
but I surely could identify Mrs. 
Muench if I saw her again, and 
anyone else could.” 

This referred, not to the confer- 
ence in Anderson’s office, at which 
Mrs. Muench was not present, but 
to the incident of the automobile 
ride in Forest Park. 


Questions About Her Baby. 


The girl’s lips trembled, and she 
spoke excitedly, when she was 
asked to tell the features and 
complexion of the infant. 


“What color were the baby’s 
eyes?” “Dark.” 

“Blue?” “I can’t say. They 
\.ere hardly open.” 

“What color skin?’ “Reddish.” 

“The head, what shape was it?” 
“IT can’t say exactly.” 

“Round?” “I dont know.” 

She said she had examined the 
baby’s face; that “it was big up 
here,” indicating the upper part of 
her face, “and small down here,” 
indicating her chin and mouth. 

“I asked the doctor about the 
ears,” she continued. “They were 
close to his head*and kind of wrin- 
kled. He told me all babies had that 
kind of ears.” 

She was told, she said, that her 
baby weighed eight and one-half 
pounds, but did not see the scales 
as it was weighed. She saw no 
birthmarks or other distinguishing 
marks, but added that she “didn’t 
see all of the baby.” 

Description of Giordon. 

As to Giordon, named by her as 
the child’s father, Anna said his 
complexion and hair were dark, and 
that he had a mustache. His nose, 
she said, was straight. Asked if it 
was wide or thin, she answered, 
“It’s just a regular nose.” She said 
his face was thin. 

Giordon’s lips, she said, were not 
thick; his ears, small and regular, 
set close to his head. Asked if she 
knew that Giordon’s name had been 
originally Giordono, and if she did 
not know that he was a Sicilian, 
Anna said she did not know. 

“Well, does he look like a South- 
ern Italian?” counsel asked. “I 
don’t know what a Southern Italian 
is,” Anna responded. 

She was even required to describe 
herself, and agreed to some state- 
ments describing her features—her 
eyes were hazel, she said, and were 
slanting, her cheek bones were high 
and wide, and her lips full and 
round. 

Questioning as to payments of 
money to Anna by the Star-Times 
or its employes was interrupted to 
admit a statement of Brundidge, 
to the effect that $600 or $700 was 
spent for expenses of Anna and 
Mary Ware, not including legal 
fees. 

Says She Received No Money. 

Anna said she received no money, 
and was not promised any money, 
for her story, published by the Star- 


-Times in serial form, but that she 


was promised that, if she could suc- 
ceed in getting her baby back, the 
Star-Times would try to help her 
get a job, so that she could keep 
the infant with her. She told of 
occupying, with her sister, and since 
Monday the sister’s husband, Rob- 
ert Whitlock, a three-room suite in 
the Congress Hotel, opposite the 
apartment of Mr, and Mrs. Brund- 
idge. 

Anna told how photographs of 
two women were shown to her in 
the office of the Star-Times. and 
how she picked Mrs. Muench’s pic- 
ture out as that of the woman she 
had met on the ride with Jones. 
The other picture, it developed in 
later testimony, was that of the 
‘former Mrs. Grace Thomasson, a 
former client of Lawyer Jones. 

“Isn’t it the fact,” she was asked,

Mrs. Berroyer, stenog- 
rapher in a downtown office, has 
admitted that she was at the 
Muench home the night of the re- 
ported birth there. Mrs. Muench, 
as has been told in the Post-Dispatch 
has been quoted by Dr. Marsh 
Pitzman, friend of Mrs. Muench, as 
telling him that only Mrs. Berroyer 
and a Negro maid were with her 
when the birth occurred, and that 
not even Dr, Muench was present.

Giordon, who is Mrs. Winner's 
daughter, had not told Mrs. Winner 
that Giordon was the father of the 
baby; also that all her dealings 
looking to adoption of the baby 
were with Jones. 

After reading in a newspaper of 
the reported birth of a child to the 
Muenches, “I told Mrs. Winner,” 
Anna testified, “that it was strange 
for a woman of 43 (Mrs. Muench 


now gives her age as 44) to have 
a baby, and that the baby was born 
only a day or so after mine, but I 
had no suspicions then.” 

The only respondent whose lawyer 


did not avail himself of the priv- 
ilege of cross-questioning Anna was 
Shepard R, Evans, who represents 
the missing Jones. 

“No questions,” Evans announced, 
shortly before Anna was excused 
from the witness stand at 4:40 p. m. 
Dr. Aaron Levy followed her on the 
stand, being the only other witness 
at the second day’s session of the 
hearing.

Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench, in a’ 
playful mood yesterday, during a/| 
recess at the baby case hearing, 
tried unsuccessfully to pose for a 
picture with Prosecuting Attorney | 
C. Arthur Anderson of St. Louis} 
County, who prosecuted her as a 
defendant in the Kelley kidnaping 
case. 

Newspaper photographers poised 
their cameras to take Anderson’s 
picture when he entered an ante- 
room where witnesses and others 
gathered when not in the court- 
room. Mrs. Muench moved over 
from another part of the room and 
stood at the side of Anderson, 
slightly to the rear. Anderson 
flushed angrily, and on his crutches 
walked away from her. 

When he stopped, Mrs. Muench | 
was again beside him, and once. 
more he walked away. 

“Come on, be a sport, let me get | 
in the picture with you,” Mrs. 
Muench said. The Prosecutor de- 
clined emphatically. Mrs. Muench 
walked away, smiling. 

During this maneuvering, Ander- 
son’s friend and bodyguard, Thomas 
Hefele kept himself between Mrs. 
Muench and the photographers’ 
cameras to prevent a picture being 
taken of Anderson and Mrs.

Anderson is still on crutches as a 
result of an infection in his leg, 
broken in a murderous assault a 
year ago when his automobile was 
forced off a St. Louis County road.

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BRITISH IRRITATED 
BY FRANCES MILD 
STAND AS TQ ITALY 


Proposal for Withdrawing 
Mediterranean Fleet 
Meets Little Favor by 


Government or Press. 


(Copyright, 1935, by the Associated Press.) 

LONDON, Oct. 17.—Authoritative 
sources said .oday that a British 
demand on the French Government 
for its unqualified promise of 
French naval support in the Medi- 
terranean in the event of an Ital- 
ian attack on the British fleet was 
laid before Premier Laval of France 
last night by Sir George Russeil 
Clerk, the British Ambassrdor to 
Paris. 

The same source said that Laval, 
asked by Sir George for “absolute- 
ly definite assurance,” in turn re- 
quested a few days to consider the 
matter. Laval, according to these 
sources, said hc would like to con- 
sider the question carefully but that 
a definite answer might be expect- 
ed in a day or so. 

Britain’s First Question. 

The specific question asked by 
the British Ambassador last Mon- 
day was whether, in acting togeth- 
er under the League Covenant, the 
French fleet could be relied on to 
co-operate with the British in the 
event of any attack on the British 
fleet by Italy. 

Sir George explained that this 
support was explicitly provided for 
under paragraph 3 of Article XVI 
of the Covenant by which the mem- 
bers of the League agree to the 
mutual support of one another in 
resisting any specific measures 
aimed at one of them by a Cove- 
nant-breaking state. 

The matter was left in abeyance, 
pending the British Cabinet meet- 
ings of Tuesday and Wednesday. 

Last night, in a second meeting, 
the British Ambassador. again 
pressed Laval for a reply as to 
whether Great Britain could have 
absolute and definite assurance 
that, in certain events, French sup- 
port of Great Britain would be 
forthcoming. 

British officials said definitely 
that the British fleet would remain 
in the Mediterranean. They also 
said that the British Government, 
at the end of September, called to 
the attention of the Italian Gov- 
ernment the large reinforcements 
of Italian troops in Libya—a con- 
centration which British sources 
admit to be closely linked with the 
British naval concentration in the 
Mediterranean. 

Clear Understanding Sought. 

Authoritative sources said that in 
pressing the point again with 
France, the British Government 
was acceding to the desire of the 
British public to have a perfectly 
clear understanding as to what sup- 
port can be expected from the 
French under the covenant obliga- 
tions. 

Officials explained that the Brit- 
ish took “minimum” fleet reinforce- 
ment measures in the Mediterran- 
ean a month ago and that. the 
French were immediately notified 
of this step. 

Since then, the British under- 
stand, there had been increases in 
the Italian forces in Libya. It was 
stated that the British Government 
required a definite change in the 
situation—presumably the removal 
of these troops from Libya—before 
it could consider relaxing its naval 
precautions. 

Laval was reported to have told 
Ambassador Clerk that he would 
find it easier to give an affirm- 
ative reply if Great Britain found 
it possible to make a gesture in the 
way of reducing its fleet in the 
Mediterranean. 

However, authoritative quarters 
said today that nothing less than 
an unqualified “yes” or “no’’ would 
be satisfactory now to Great Brit- 
ain,

he advised her to get Anna to write 
on a piece of paper a description 
of her baby as she remembered it. 
She did not state whether she visit- 
ed Dubinsky before or after going 
to the Muench home. 

After seeing Dubinsky, she contin- 
ued, she went with her daughter, 
Mrs. Orchard, to the house on Man- 
chester road where Anna was stay- 
ing and got the written description 
from her.

in Maplewood and she gave her 
cousin the paper. He took it, she 


| said, remarking, “That's fine work.” 


Testifying yesterday Anna Ware 
said: 

“Mrs, Winner and her daughter, 
Mrs. Orchard, came over to see me 
in the afternoon and told me they 
were going to find out whether 
Mrs, Muench had my baby. To find 
out that, they said, they would have 
to have a description written by me. 

“Tl wrote my _ description, Mrs. 
Winner helping me, as she had 
seen the baby. I told them I 
wouldn't believe them unless I saw 
the baby myself, and that I wanted 
to see it. They told me they would 
come back after they had been to 
the Muench home, but they never 
came back.” 

After the description had been 
obtained, Mrs. Muench, in _§ state- 
ments to the press, invited the 
young mother to see the baby in the 
Muench home. Testifying yester- 
day, Anna Ware said that this was 
with the proviso that newspaper 
reporters would not be present. 


“T didn't want to go there just 
in the presence of Mrs. Winner and 
others connected with it,” Anna 
testified. “I wanted reporters there 
because they had seen the baby.” 
She added that her action in not 
accepting the offer was based on 
the advice of her lawyer, Thomas 
Bond, who has since withdrawn. 

Mrs. Winner’s Suggestions. 

On re-direct examination Anna 
Ware was asked about a statement 
she had made earlier in the day as 
she looked at the written descrip- 
tion, that she. “remembered some- 
thing else about it.” 

“It was about the large round 
head,” she testified, apparently re- 
ferring to the written description. 
“I remember arguing that I couldn't 
remember whether the baby’s head 
was large or round, but I put it 
down because she said so (appar- 
ently referring to Mrs. Winner.) 

“T wasn’t sure about the small 
round ears, either. She told me, 
also, that the best thing was to 
put down that the baby had dark 
hair.” 

In her early testimony Anne had 
described her baby’s hair as black, 
and at one point remarked, “Mrs. 
Winner didn’t know what the baby 
looked like. She said it was bald. I 
knew it had hair.” 

Anna testified further that her 
baby’s eyes were dark, but whether 
blue or not she was unable to say, 
because the eyes were hardly open. 
Its skin was reddish, she continued, 
and the upper part of its face was 
larger than the lower. Its ears she 
described as small, wrinkled and 
set close to the head, remarking 
that the doctor told her all babies’ 
ears were like that. She was told 
her baby weighed eight and one- 
half pounds, she said. 

Near the close of a long and _ te- 
dious cross-examination about the 
written description the witness 
cried out in a strained and almost 
tearful voice: 

“TI wrote it as I remembered it at 
that time. Although it’s only 2 
months old, I’m sure I could iden- 
tify it if I could see it. If only they 
would bring it into court and let 
me see it I am sure I could identify 
it. If it’s not my baby, I'd say so, 
and if it is my baby, I'd say so.”

— Offi- 
cials of the United States Employes 
Compensation Commission estimat- 
ed today that it would take 17 years 
‘and $28.900.000 for the Government 
to pay for all injuries suffered by 


those getting jobs in the work- 
relief 
| Already 2440 damage claims have 
been filed because of injuries to 
employes in the new words pro- 
gram. Officials expect the claims 
to increase weekly as men go to 
' work. 

The Compensation Commission is 
paying out $35,000 a month on 
claims of injured Civilian Con- 
servation Corps enrollers. This 
figure, too, is rising each month. 

The commission still is paying 
claims to workers injured while 
employed by the CWA of two years 
ago, at the rate of $60,000 a month, 
This figure is going down slowly. 
It reached its peak in January, 
1934. 

Some difficulty has been experi- 
enced in working out a scale of in- 
jury payments for the new works 
iprogram, in view of the involved 
method by which pay scales were 
set. Under the law, an employe 
permanently and totally disabled by 
accident in the line of his work 
would receive two-thirds of his 
monthly wage as long as the dis- 
‘ability continued Partial disability 
/would be compensated according to 
‘the extent of the injury. 

However, in no case, either of 
death or of total and permanent 
disability, does the law allow pay- 
ment of more than $3500 in total 
compensation. Medical treatment 
does not end for those totally dis- 
abled, however, when the $3500 is 
used up. 

Officials said that the difference 
in classification of employes under 
the new program, according to 
whether they were relief workers 
_or non-relief workers, was causing 
trouble in determining how much 
they should be paid in damages. 
A limit of $25 a month was fixed 
by the law for compensation pay- 
ments, either in cases of persons 
permanently and totally disabled, 
or to dependents of those who died

As a people, we have little sympathy for 

the inhumanity of Italian Fascism. We are 
shocked and indignant at Mussolini's brazen 
invasion of Ethiopia. But the experience of 
one war fought for what we believed to be 
the highest of idealistic principles has con- 
vinced us, rightly or wrongly, that the 
harm resulting from Il Duce’s mad adven- 
ture will be slight compared with the havoc 
that would be wrought by another’ world 
conflict. Whatever may happen, we are 
determined that American youth shall not 
again be sacrificed to the greed of muni- 
tions makers and war profiteers. 
_ The tragic chain of events of 1914 to 1917 
has taught us that once a war has started, 
no country can consider ‘itself safe. We ask 
ourselves anxiously whether the same forces 
which drew us unwittingly into the World 
War are not again at work. Our lone safe- 
guard is the Neutrality Act which was 
jammed through Congress in its closing 
hours, jsut this covers only a few of the 
articles likely to be used for war purposes; 
it does not prohibit loans or credits, though 
Italy is prevented by the Johnson Act from 
floating loans in this country; and it con- 
tains nothing which would prevent Ameri- 
can ships from passing into war zones,

It should be recognized, moreover, that a 
neutrality program based on the experi- 
ence of the last war may prove more of a 
liability than 4) asset in the present crisis. 
Too much attention has been paid to the 
similarities between the situation today and 
that of 1914, and too little to the striking 
differences. 

The World War was a conflict between 
two sets of evenly matched European Pow- 
ers. Because of its size, it created a de- 
mand for huge amounts of munitions and 
raw materials which the United States alone 
was in a position to supply. The present 
dispute is as yet a minor affair involving 
the smallest of the great Powers and a 
semi-barbaric, backward state. 

As long as the conflict is confined to these 
two countries, American neutrality is un- 
likely to be seriously tested. Our shipments 
to Ethiopia are so negligible that they can 
scarcely be challenged by the Italian navy, 
while Haile Selassie is in no position to in- 
terfere with our trade with Italy. Nor is it 
possible for either country to purchase 
enough from the United States to create a 
vested interest such as we had in an Allied 
victory in 1917. 

Barring the development of a general Eu- 
ropean war, the dangers which the United 
States faces at present are of a wholly dif- 
ferent character. The most significant dis- 
tinction between the world today and that 
of 1914 is to be found in the exisience and 
activity of the League of Nations. For the 
first time in history, an agency represent- 
ing practically all the nations of the earth 
is prepared to impose sanctions on a aov- 
ereign state because it has resorted to war 
in defiance of its commitments, 
lt is true that none of the great Powers is

entirely disinterested in seeking to check 
Italian aggression, but the fact remains that 
the action taken at Geneva represents a de- 
liberate effort to substitute law for anarchy 
in the international sphere. The issues in- 
volved in this conflict obviously concern the 
United States as profoundly as any other 
country. The link between Fascism and 
war no longer is a theoretical abstraction. 
Mussolini has carried into the field of in- 
ternational relations the ‘same disregard 
for humanity that he has shown at home 
* ° 7 

The problem before the United States, 
then, cannot simply be one of keeping out 
of the present conflict. If by_our supposed 
neutrality we are actually assisting and en- 
couraging Italy in its defiance of law, it is 
time for us to take stock of the situation. 
We cannot disregard the effect of our poli- 
cies on the one agency that has the power 
to challenge Il Duce’s doctrines. 

It so happens that none of the commodi- 
ties which Italy is likely to require in its 
war against Ethiopia are included in the 
President's. recent embargo proclamation. 
Italy manufactures its own munitions, to- 
gether with most of its airplanes and naval 
craft. But it must obtain practically its en- 
tire supply of raw materials—cotton, cop- 
per, petroleum, scrap iron and steel, and 
ehemicals—from abroad. In the past year, 
the United States has exported no firearms 
or direct war materials to Italy, but it has 
furnisged that country with much that was 
plainly intended for war purposes. 

During the last eight months, for exam- 
ple, America has shipped nearly 2000 small 
motor trucks to Italian Africa—as against 
less than a hundred such vehicles in other 
recent years. These have been accompanied 
by large shipments of American’ gasoline 
and oil, although there were no such ship- 
ments a year Exports of scrap iron 
and steel to Italy in the first eight months 
of 1935- totaled 238,000 tons, the quantity 
each month exceeding the total for the 
whole of 1932. Large increases have also oc- 
curred in the sale of copper, scrap brass, 
cotton linters and airplane parts. None of 
these supplies except airplane parts is af- 
fected by the present embargo.

Thus the question is not so much whether 
we shall choose to support the League as 
whether we shall subsidize Mussolini’s defi- 
ance of the basic principles of internation- 
al justice. To withhold aid from I] Duce 
would not require a fundamental change in 
American policy, but it would involve a far 
more vigorous neutrality program. The 
President has pointed the way by warning 
against transactions with belligerents. In 
addition, action should be takén to extend 
the definition of “implements of war” until 
it includes all.the items covered by the 
League's sanctions. 

As a protection against evasion, Congress 
should also pass legislation empowering the 
President to restrict American exports to 
countries adjoining the aggressor to an 
amount not exceeding the average shipped 
during the preceding few years. Only when 
the American people come to recognize the 
responsibilities of America’s financial and 
commercial position can there be anv real 
hope of our keeping out of war, 


Decay of the Street Car. 


Carl W. Stocks in Bus Transportation, 


T will not be many years before the street 
| Bianca electric railway, except in per 
haps a dozen cities, will be replaced with 
motor vehicles. In 1922, out of a total of 820 
cities of more than 10,000 population, 18 
cities were served exclusively by motor bus- 
ses; 10 years later, out of 986 cities of equiv- 
alent population, 300 were being served by 
bus exclusively; and two years later, in 
1934. the number of cities served exclusively 
by bus had climbed to 363. Of the remainder, 
221 cities were without local bus service, and 
of this number, 136 had no public transpor 
tation facilities except taxicabs and for 
hire motor cars. 

Perhaps a more striking comparison, one 
reflecting the changing trend in local trans 
portation, concerns the cities that have elec- 
tric railway service. In 1922, there were 737 
cities of 10,000 and more populaticn that 
were served by rail service. Of these 560 
were served by rail exclusively. 
years later, 483 cities had rail service and 
385 of these, or nearly 80 per cent, had 
local bus service as well, leaving 85 cities 
vu. of the 560 served by rail exclusively. 

The current year has seen a further gain 
in the number of cities using busses eX- 
clusively. So far during 1935 trolley cars 
nave been abandoned in 24 cities. These are 
Camden, N. J.; Grand Rapids, Mich.; Fall 
River, Mass.; Erie, Pa.;: Wichita, Kan., and 
Lowell, Mass., all cities of more than 100,000 
population. Lawrence and Haverhill, Mass.; 
Jackson and Laurel, Miss.; Portsmouth and 
Charlottesville, Va.: Poughkeepsie and 
Itraca, N. Y.; Joplin, Mo.; Kokomo and 
Peru Ind.; Laredo and Texarkana, Tex.; San 
Jos: and San Leandro, Cal.; Bristol, Conn.; 
Bentoa Harbor, Mich. and Independence, 
Kan., are the others.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—James 
M. Beck, former United States So- 
licitor-Genera] and member of Con- 
gress, replied over the radio last 
night to criticism that followed 
publication of an opinion by a law- 
yers’ committee of the American 
Liberty League that the National 
Labor Relations Act is unconsti- 
tutional.

ITH one fatal wag of his | 
tongue, Ananias won a repu- | 
tation for lying which still is 
the stdndard after nearly 2000 
years. As a matter of fact, he was |

The first precept of contract bid- 
ding is: “Lie to your opponents all 
you wish but do not lie to your part- 
ner!” The language of bidding is 
extremely limited. Every permitted 
word carries a wealth of unspoken 
meaning as to the strength and dis- 
tribution of a hand. Without ref- 
erence to psychic bidding, which is 
a department all its own, those who 
prevaricate ‘n their. use of bidding 
words head their partnership di- 
rectly toward disaster. 

The most pertinent fact the 
bridge player can absorb is that 
every bid he makes is an estimate 
of the number of,tricks he thinks 
he and his partner can take. Every 
new bid he makes is a new esti- 
mate, an upward revision of his 
first calculation. If he makes his 
new estimate without any sounder 
foundation than hope, he is in the 
Ananias zone and asking for trou- 
ble. When he once has told the full 
story of his hand, there is safety 
only in silence. Many people have 
been hanged for talking too much, 
very few for keeping quiet when 
they had nothing new to say.

Answer: You should bid two no 
trump. You could bid two spades, 
for your suit is rebiddable, but a 
two spade rebid would not show 
your 3% plus honor tricks and dis- 
tributed strength. Your partner 
would be likely to pass a rebid of 
two spades, whereas he would bid 
again over two no trump. With 
balanced distribution (no singleton) 
and strength in all suits, it is wiser 
to rebid in no trump than in the 
suit.

OU may dodge the missiles of politi- 
Y cal invective, or refuse to rebuild your 

home with Federal funds, but never 
can you escape the facts and fantasies of 
food. Its queries are myriad and disturb- 
ing. 

If and when we eat, shall we guide qur 
gastronomy toward the primitive, or 
back-to-Nature, scheme—an appalling ar- 
ray of fodder, with seaweed salad, a 
handful of nuts, raw vegetables, spinach 
and sauerkraut juice, depressed whole- 
wheat pies, and saddened substitutes for 
meat? 

Or shall we resign ourselves to the 
grandfather school of eating, and take 
what comes, whether it be hash, Wiener 
schnitzel or corned beef and cabbage? Or 
shall we “take up” the latest in diet, and 
eat with a ‘sadly serious intensity and a 
mind brimming over with caloric con- 
cerns and vitamin worries. 

A recent medical writer bewails Amer- 
ica’s dietetically swayed eating of spin- 
ach, whole wheat, orange juice and other 
sources of the elusive vitamin. He de- 
tails the sad case of a woman who de- 
veloped indigestion and a nervous break- 
down from the daily carrot and codliver 
oi] wrangle with her children. 

Following the grandfather school of 
reasoning, this writer points out that his 
legs are straight and he is six feet tall, 
yet his mother knew nothing of vitamins. 
He points to the healthy, fat children of 
the Eskimos, who never saw a cow, a 
fruit or a vegetable, and who subsist on 
“eating much of the food raw,” and par- 
taking of the inner organs—liver, kidney 
and sweetbreads. He would show a group 
of these happy Eskimos to all who cling 
to whole wheat and orange juice. His 
logic leaves us cold. We shall take our 
milk and orange juice, even spinach, and 
leave his Eskimos’ blubber. 

In America’s melting pot, old-country 
food customs become diluted. Much of 
the good is discarded in favor of dubious 
American mixtures and methods; there is 
a bewildering array of foods from which 
to choose. All this requires the guiding 
hand of the specialist in nutrition if the 
best is to be selected. 

To be sure, there are those rather un- 
common individuals that react unfavor- 
ably to some of these essential foodstuffs. 
For such persons as suffer “allergic” 
symptoms (like asthma, hayfever, etc.) 
after eating milk, eggs or wheat, for ex- 
ample, substitutions must be made for 
the offending food or foods. 

Bedeviled by queer notions about the 
products of cookery, we are no less 
harassed by its machinery. What of the 
pots and pans? We hear that the inner 
surfaces of utensils in which food has 
been kept or cooked may become dis- 
solved in the food and thus constitute a 
hazard to health: but which foods, and 
what kinds of utensil? 

When are tin and pewter detrimental 
to health, and is aluminum ever danger- 
ous too? Iron, copper, even aluminum, 
are found in a variety of natural foods, 
while lead, though uncommon enough, 
does occur in minute quantity in certain 
marine shell-fish. 

Much bitter controversy has been 
waged over the possible toxicity of alum- 
inum, both as a material of which uten- 
sils are fabricated, and as an ingredient 
of baking powder. Many investigations 
over a period of years, both here and 
abroad, have served to determine the 
amount of aluminum taken up by foods 
cooked or contained in such vessels, and 
whether or not these amounts are harm- 
ful to health. 

The general conclusion has been that 
aluminum does not seem to be any more 
susceptible to the action of food and 
water in the process of cooking than does

off objectional amounts of soluble ma- 
terial. 

Solutions containing baking soda, how- 
ever, do attack aluminum, although even 
with them there is doubt that the amount 
dissolved would be harmful to health. 
After extensive cooking tests of a va- 
riety of foods in aluminum, according to 
a report published in the Lancet, the in- 
vestigators declared that the ordinary 
use of cooking utensils of this metal is 
not attended by any risk to those who 
consume the food. 

Lead, on the other hand, is a poisonous 
metal for human beings. When taken 
into the body over a long period of time 
it leads to serious consequences. From 
time to time outbreaks of lead poisoning 
have been reported from various sources: 
water pipes, forks and spoons; lead re- 
maining after insecticidal sprays are used 
on fruits and vegetables; even candy, 
in which small lead articles* have been 
imbedded as “prizes.” 

Lead is quite susceptible to attack by 
both acid and alkaline foods and bever- 
ages. Its potentialities for poisoning and 
the frequent obscurity of its source are 
matters for serious consideration. 

Cheap, insufficiently fired, glazed ves- 
sels have been suspect in several cases 
if lead poisoning abroad. Reports in this 
country, however, indicate “the proba- 
bility that undesirable constituents in 
significant amounts may be dissolved 
from enameled hollow-ware during the 
ordinary processes of cooking may be 
regarded as remote.” A report in the 
Journal of Home Economics in 1916 
seemed to confirm the latter statement. 
The wis@ will be forewarned against the 
use of imperfectly fabricated, “cheap' en- 
ameled and glazed utensils; and will thor- 
oughly wash and scrub fresh fruits and 
vegetables, particularly those to be eaten 
au naturel. 

The modern interest in pewter ware 
raises another question: since lead is a 
reputed component of pewter, are such 
vessels dangerous? It is true that the 
pewter used by our forefathers contained 
quantities of lead. According to Dr. 
Tanner, writing in the Journal of the 
American Dietetic Association, in 1933, 
modern so-called pewter may be entirely 
free of lead, especially in articles turned 
on a lathe. Those made more cheaply, by 
stamping in a press may contain lead. 

Modern pewter is most likely to be 
made almost entirely of tin. However, 
if one wishes to use this so-called pewter 
ware for the holding of foods, especially 
of an acid type, it would be well to make 


words most commonly directed toward 
the very young—‘don’t” use it for such 
purposes, 

Regarding the toxicity of metal 
tainers, including those of copper, zinc, 
tin and nickel, Dr. Tanner believes that, 
with the exception of lead, and arsenic 
(used in arsenical insecticide sprays on 
fruits), there is no convincing evidence 
against their use. 

The bee, “Nature's confectioner,” has 
innocently produced a tasty product 
about which clusters many a misconcep- 
tion. Is it “fattening”; does it have cer- 
tain special virtues as a food; can the 
diabetic eat it freely? Aside from-honey’s 
poetical connotations and pleasing taste, 
is it “dietetically” superior to other 
sweets as many food faddists imply? 

Honey is practically 99 per cent carbo- 
hydrate, made up of nearly equal parts 
of fructose and glucose, plus a little su- 
crose. The amounts of vitamins present 
ere negligible, and it contains relatively 
unimportant amounts of mineral matter. 
As Dr. Sherman says, in Food and Health, 
of sugars and other sweets: “With the 
exception of molasses, sorghum and sugar 
cane syrup, all of which retain a signifi- 
cant proportion of the mineral elements 
of the plant juices, sugars and syrups 
make their sole contribution to the diet 
through their carbohydrate content.” 

In other words, pure molasses is a con- 
centrated vegetable juice, rich in sugar 
and also in calcium and iron. Thus it 
appears that the other examples of “nat- 
ural” sweets—honey, brown sugar and 
maple syrup—have no striking superior- 
ity to ordinary cane sugar from a nutri- 
tional standpoint. As a source of calories, 
1144 tablespoons of honey, molasses or ma- 
ple syrup equals 100 calories, 1% ftable- 
spoons of corn syrup, three tablespoons 
of brown sugar, two scant tablespoons 
of granulated sugar or 1% to three pieces 
of loaf sugar equals 100 calories. 

Another worry: May we add soda to 
green vegetables to preserve the green 
color; and what shall we do with the 
juice? Must we drink it, as a matter of 
stern duty? Does this develop character 
or merely good health? Both heat and 
acid are known to destroy the delicate 
green pigment. 

When we cook vegetables, both acid and 
coloring matter run out of respective 
compartments in the vegetable and, along 
with the heat, the coloring matter gets 
the worst of it. 

Except for tender spinach and other 
greens, which cook so very quickly that 
color is not impaired, only two courses 


con- 


to a quart of boiling water in which the 
vegetables are to be cooked, and thereby 
preserve the color; or we cook the vege- 
table in a rather large proportion of wa- 
tr and leave the vessel uncovered during 
the first few minutes of cooking. 

The uncovered kettle permits volatile 
acids to pass off in the steam; the large 
amount of water serves to dilute and neu- 
tralize the vegetable acids. Any means 
by which the cooking time may be 
shortened should be carried out. Water 
should be boiling when vegetables enter 
the kettle, and be kept boiling. 

But what of the soda? If you are to 
conserve and use all the vitmains, omit 
soda, since vitamins B and C are largelv 
destroyed by its use. And soda or no 
soda, if you throw the water away you 
will lose a large portion of the vitamins, 
to say nothing of the equally essential 
minerals. 

What to do in that case? One of the 
best ways is to cultivate the soup kettle, 
and the thrifty French idea of soups. Or, 
if you must, make a sauce for the vege- 
tables by thickening with a roux (butter 
and flour, rubbed to a paste). However, 
we do not recommend too much of the 
latter method—vegetables thus become 
regimented and lose their personalities. 

We have heard that the old-fashioned 
oatmeal is far superior to the modern 
“quick-cooking” variety. What are the 
facts in the case? In Dr. Sherman’s Food 
Products, analyses of the composition of 
the entire oat kernel, the kernel without 
tough, outer husk and the processed oat- 
meal and rolled oats, are given. Since 
the chaffy outer husk is unfit for human 
consumption, we are concerned with the 
food values of the last three examples. 

From Dr. Sherman’s figures it is clear 
that, in general, oatmeal and rolled oats 
have about the same composition, and 
represent nearly the whole of the oat ker- 
nel. In preparing oats for the breakfast 
table the greater part of the germ and 
outer layers of the kernel remain, These 
are the parts richest in vitamin and min- 
eral content. 

Oatmeal and rolled oats are therefore 
similar in food value, and are somewhat 
more concentrated foods (as sources of 
energy and protein) than are other staple 
grain products. 

The chief practical difference is that 
rolled oats have been steamed and then 
flattened between rollers so that they will 
cook more quickly. The faddist’s plea for 
“unrefined,” steel-cut, or so-called Irish, 
oatmeal has no real basis in fact, as far 
as nutritional value is concerned. 

Bewildered ideas on beverages range 
from the belief that milk, and even water, 
are “fattening,” to the innocent over- 
looking of the fact that “soft drinks” are 
fattening. That milk, comparatively 
speaking, is fattening, is disproved when 
we make a caloric comparison between it 
and foods that more truly belong in the 
fattening category. The following 
amounts yield 100 calories each: 1 glass 
(5 oz.) whole milk; 14 cups (10 oz.) skim 
milk or buttermilk; one tablespoon 
whipped cream; one small square butter; 
one chocolate cream; 1% to three lumps 
sugar, depending on size. 

The moral] is clear: It is much easier 
and quicker, for most of us, absent- 
mindedly to stow away two chocolate 
creams than it is to imbibe casually two 
glasses of milk. Milk is a real food, and 
ought to be included in the daily total of 
calories rather than super-imposed upon 
three calorically-square meals as an aft- 
erthought. 

The chocolate cream is too often but 
one of the daily “little added bits” which, 
when accounted for later, show up in the 
form of excess bulges of fat in the wrong 
places. Another similarly insidious of-

So the teacher of a good-sized 
class will go over the results of a 
lesson picking out those who are 
different and helping them as they 
need help.

Children of a class are individual- 
ly different. That must be taken 
into consideration in teaching class 
lessons. But there are powers and 
weaknesses in each child. They, 
too, must be taken into considera- 
tion and provided for in this 
scheme. The child, who cannot do 
any work in a csptain subject, but 
does superior wortt in another, must 
have a special program. He goes 
to the specialist in the subject of 
his weakness, is tested, a scheme 
of work planned, or maybe, if con- 
ditions decree it, the subject 
dropped for a time, or for all time. 
It all depends upon the condition 
of the child. 

Gifted children, those strong in 
certain lines of work, go to the 
group with whom they can work 
best regardless of ages or grades. A 
gift usually shows itself early, and 
the sooner it is cultivated the bet- 
ter. 

This sort of schooling means & 
fluid school. The old notion of sit- 
ting still and listening, staying in 
one place for hours, doing the same 
lessons in the same way the grand- 
fathers did, maybe out of the same 
texts they used, is dead. Some day 
it will be forgotten, but not today, 
We have only arrived at the Word, 
It is going to take a lot of time, I 
fear, and much tribulation, before 
we build and equip and man the 
schools that can give individual ed- 
ucation to their pupils. But those 
schools will come. 

Until then, please do not ask 
teachers to whom 50, even 40, pue- 
pils have been assigned for the full 
schoo] day, to do individual work 
with them.
